RESOLUTION 

No. 3-6/2008-TS-V— 

In pursuance of various judicial pronouncements of the Hon’ble Supreme Court of 
India, the All India Council for Technical Education (AlCTE), vulc Notification No.37- 
3/Lcgal/2O04 dated 21 January, 2004 published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary (Part-Ill 
Scc.4) on 26 dl February 2004, had issued detail regulations concerning admission of Non- 
Resident Indians (NRJs), Foreign Nationals (FN) and persons of Indian Origin (PIO) etc in all 
institutions/University Deportments approved by AlCTE offering technical courses leading to 
Diploma, Degree and Post-Graduate . Degree in Engineering & Technology, Architecture & 
Town Planning, Pharmacy, Applied Arts, MBA, MCA, Hotel Management & Catering 
.Technology etc. Under these regulations, fifteen percent (15%) of seats (approved intake 
capacity) have been reserved across different disciplines on supernumerary basis for the above- 
mentioned categories of students including the children of Indian workers in the Gulf 
Countries. 

2. In the light of the above notification, the question of doing away with the present 
practice of issuing No Objection Certificate (NOC) to the Foreign Nationals, NRIs, PlOs etc. 
for pursuing the above mentioned technical courses at under-graduate and post graduate level 
in Self-Financing Institutions or University Departments including Deemed Universities or 
Government funded Institutions was under consideration of the Government of India. After 
careful consideration, it has been decided that a NOC from the Government would no longer be 
required in respect of the above categories of students for pursuing such courses in Indian 
Institutes of Management (IIMs) and National Institute of Industrial Engineering (NITIE), 
Mumbai and their admission shall be governed by the above notification a$ amended from time 
to time However, it shall be duty of Directors, IIMs and N1TJE, Mumbai admitting above 
categories of students, to furnish a complete list of admitted students (country wise) every year 
by 30 c,> September, giving details of their courses, passport particulars, fee being charged and 
. the residential addresses in India to the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Department 
of Higher Education, (Technical Section-V), Shastri Bhavan, New Delhi. This list should also 
be furnished to AlCTE as well as to the Ministry of External Affairs (Students Cell), Akbar 
Bhavan, New Delhi. This would be applicable for admissions already made or to be made from 
the Academic Session 2008-2009 onwards * I
